1.— Water. 


SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 


c 


The  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  established  in  1920,  and 
functioning  since  1st  January,  1921,  supplies  water  consumed  in 
your  district.  It  consists  of  representatives  from  the  following  bodies: 
Cowbridge  Borough,  the  Urban  Districts  of  Maesteg.  Bridgend, 
Ogmore  and  Garw  and  Porthcawl  and  the  Rural  District  of 
Penybont. 

This  Board  supplies  132,000  people  with  water  and  the  average 
supply  daily  amounts  to  6\  million  gallons. 

The  two  main  sources  are  a soft  water  from  the  Upland  source 
and  a hard  water  from  an  underground  stream  at  Schwyll.  In 
November,  1955,  the  fluoride  content  of  these  supplies  was  examined 
and  found  to  be  negligible.  The  raw  water  at  .Schwyll  contained 
0.044  parts  per  million  of  fluoride  and  the  mixture  of  the  Uplands 
water  contained  0.040  parts  per  million. 

The  Board’s  by-laws  prohibit  the  use  of  lead  pipe,  and  in  one 
source  with  water  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action,  .soda  ash  treat- 
ment is  given.  This  latter  source  supplies  only  a few  properties  in 
the  Penybont  Rural  District. 

During  the  year  under  review  there  have  been  no  new  sources 
of  supply. 

There  are  24  dwellings  without  a mains  water  supply;  these 
are  isolated  farms  or  dwellings  which  have  their  own  arrangements 
for  utilising  a nearby  water  source. 

There  are  no  stand  pipes  within  the  district,  each  house 
receiving  an  individual  water  supply. 


2. — Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  major  part  of  your  district  is  adequately  sewered.  Where 
there  is  an  ab.sence  of  .sewers,  pail  closets  and  cesspools  are  in  use. 

The  department  continues  to  receive  numerous  complaints  of 
heavy  sewage  pollution  of  the  beach  at  Ogmore-by-Sea.  For  several 
years  the  renewal  of  the  main  sewer  and  the  provision  of  the  Treat- 
ment Works  to  overcome  this  problem  has  been  under  consideration. 
The  scheme  will  commence  in  the  near  future.  The  cost  of  these 
improvements  will  be  in  the  region  of  £1.2.50.000. 
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Under  the  improvenieiU  grant  scheme  conversions  for  dis- 
cretionary and  standard  grants  were  as  follows;  —

J. — Public  Cleaiisint;. 

The  Council  has  organised  the  collection  of  House  Refuse 
throughout  the  district  twice  weekly. 


4. — Cesspuul  Clvaiisint;. 

Four  free  cleansings  are  given  to  each  cesspool  per  annum 
thioLighout  the  Penybont  District.  This  arrangement  is  however 
varied  where  groups  of  houses  have  been  developed  with  combined 
drainage  systems.  In  these  cases  the  number  of  cleansings  for  the 
y^r  are  ryiade  by  agreement  with  the  Council.  In  certain  cases 
where  additional  cleansings  are  necessary  a charge  is  made  which 
vanes  with  the  size  of  the  cesspool. 

The  Council  now  have  four  cleansing  vehicles. 


S. — Night  Soil  Removal. 

This  work  is'  carried  out  by  contract  on  a small  scale  in  parts

7. — Caravan  Sites. 


The  five  established  caravan  sites  within  the  area  are  situated 
at  Wig  Fach  352.  Ogmore-by-Sea  150,  Kenhg  58,  Heronstone  50 
and  Danygraig  25. 

The  privately  owned  sites  are  occupied  from  April  to  Septem- 
ber and  are  well  used  during  the  holiday  periods.  One  section  of 
the  site  at  Wig  Fach  has  fifty  residential  caravans  as  has  the  Council 
owned  site  at  Heronstone.  A good  deal  of  shrub  and  tree  planting 
has  improved  the  general  appearance  of  the  private  site  at  Wig 
Fach  and  a more  limited  attempt  has  been  undertaken  at  Ogmore- 
by-Sea  where  the  site  is  more  exposed.  No  major  problems 
associated  with  the  sites  developed  during  the  year. 


8. — Rodent  Cunirul. 

A full  time  rodent  operative  is  employed  by  the  Council  for 
the  eradication  of  rats  and  mice.  Private  householders’  complaints 
are  treated  free  of  charge  and  business  premises  are  covered  by 
an  all  in  charge  of  7/6d.  per  hour.

9. — Shops. 

Practically  all  shops  now  come  within  some  form  of  public 
health  scope.  The  exception  is  the  self-employed  shop  keeper  with 
no  employees  and  who  handles  no  foodstuffs. 

Regular  inspections  were  carried  out  particularly  of  food 
premises  and  advice  and  suggestions  where  necessary  were  usually 
accepted  in  good  grace.  'Food  handlers  are  becoming  increasingly 
aware  of  their  responsibility  by  visits  and  the  legislation  made  for 
type  of  business.  General  inspections  continued  under  the 
Umces,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963.  These  necessitated 
a number  of  minor  recommendations;  in  the  main  first  aid  equip- 
ment and  the  provision  of  thermometers. 

'Fourteen  accidents  were  notified  during  the  year  but  only  one 
was  serious;  this  was  caused  when  a young  store  lad  stepped  onto 
a moving  stores  conveyor,  his  leg  was  fractured.

Allocation  of  Council  Houses 

During  the  year  41  applicants  were  housed  for  urgent  medical 
reasons  and  many  transfers  effected. 

The  Committee  continues  to  be  aware  of  the  housing  difficulties 
of  the  aged  and  appreciate  the  problems  that  arise  in  occupying 
houses  which  are  too  large  and  too  inconvenient  for  their  special 
needs. 

I should  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the  House 
Letting  Committee  and  the  Housing  Manager  for  their  co-operation 
in  connection  with  the  medical  cases  submitted.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
fa)  Milk  Supply. 

Milk  today  is  one  of  the  safest  of  foods.  In  the  past  it  has 
been  responsible  for  many  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  outbreaks  of 
diseases  such  as  scarlet  and  undulent  fever.  This  security  has  been 
achieved  by  the  control  of  tuberculosis  in  the  dairy  herds,  the 
.supervision  of  milk  production  and  the  heat  treatment  given  to  most 
of  the  milk  we  drink. 

The  problem  of  the  cleanliness  of  the  milk  bottles  still  occupies 
a great  deal  of  thought  in  the  Health  Department.  These  bottles 
are  returned  by  the  consumer  having  been  used  to  hold  such 
undesirable  materials  as  oil  and  cement.  Particularly  are  they  a 
problem  on  our  camping  sites  where  they  are  liable  to  be  also 
broken  when  left  lying  around,  and  these  cause  unnecessary  damage 
to  the  feet  of  young  children  playing  on  the  sites. 

fb)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Regular  inspection  of  all  shops,  stalls  and  vehicles  is  carried 
out. 
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(c)  Adulteration,  etc.
